And, that, as many Lizks. thereon were found, 
Asthere are halfhalf Inches, in that Rownd 
Of Land, and Water : thetewith, ſhould I think; 
I faw ename[l'd, upon ev'ry Link, 
Ten hundred Thouſand mercies z 1, might read 
All thoſe I»ſcriptions thereon CharaRer'd, 
As poſſibly, as make a full relation, 
Of, Gods proceedings, in our preſervation. 
I, therefore, will bur ſet forth, here, and there, 
Such Links of Providence, as do appear 
To moſt mens view ; that, ſomewhat may remain 
Still viſible, of Aercies Golden Chain :

When,likewite.wich the Armies, m the North, 
He tamper'd ,-bloody milſchiefs to bring forth, 
Oftring them largely ; when, moreover, that 
Was in debgnment, which, he aymed at, 

In Scotland, where, ( about the {elt-fame time ) 
A Bloody Banquet, was prepar'd, by him. 

Betore thele things ( and, e*'rewe felt thoſe harms 
Which followed) he,tound means to ſeize our Arms; 
And by meer power, ingrolſt into his hand, 

The ſtores of Powder, throughout all the Land, - 
He, likewite had contrived, how, to draw ' 
To ferye his ends, the Maſters of the Law, 

By placing. or diſplacing ; and, thereby, 

Had, almoſt,fixt, a Legal Tyranny. 

By masksngs, and loote Rey?llings, at Court, 

He, cloſei'y wrought upon the yonger ſort

No maryel then, if neither S ope nor Fir 
Nor Kaking rottex Rags, out of the Mi7e; 
Or Freedom, in fuch poor andTrivialthings, 
As are Tobarso-Pipes, and Fiddle-ftrings, 
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Could be allowed in this Commoun-weal, 
Without a Fine, or Patent wnhder Seal. 
His Peerage ( ſome excepted ) was indow'd, 

With Priw:/edges, but. ro make them Proud, 

And fit, them to opprels or to enſlaye 

The people. unto him, from whom they haye 

Their exptyTitles, Upon lome of thele 

He did Confer the highelt Offices, 

By great ſums, purchated ; that, {o, they mought 

By lelling dear ( becaule they dearly bouoht ) 

Ingaged be, to ſhare in his oppreſ{1ons ; 

And, ſtrengthen by in?»ft ice, their poſſeſſions : 

To maxe them (till, have need of his proteRtion + 

And, cieave to him, through Fear, if not Aﬀettion. 

To this Intention, they had allo ſhare : 

In thoſe Baſe Projetts, which injurious were, 

To pablike-right ; and, they employ'd their power 

To begoer, to dilgrace , or quite deyour, 

All thote, who did not readily betriend, 

His purpoſe ; or, elſe, freely give, or Lend, 

Or ſtand engag'd, to Anſwer his defire, 

In whatſoe're. he pleaſed to require : 

And, he, that fought a remedy, by Law, 

For thele [nt7#//ons, did but onely draw, 

More miſchiets on himſelf : For, *twas a flower, 

Slipt from the Crows ; and. by the Royal power,

From wrongs receiving, and, from doing right.
